This is a first Office action on the merits for application serial number 1 0/072021 
filed 02/07/02 as a divisional of application serial number 09/286,800, filed 04/06/199, 
which is now U.S. Patent 6,357,510. Claims 22-27 are pending. Claims 1-21 have 
been canceled by preliminary amendment. 

2. The examiner acknowledges receipt of the IDS filed 02/07/02. An initialed copy 
of the 1449 forms is attached. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent 4,632,138 to Irwin. 

Irwin provides a support frame comprised of first through fourth foldable frame 
members 1 1 which are hingedly coupled at 13, frame retaining sleeves 36 and 
removable covering 50. 

5. Claims 25 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent 5,137,044 to Brady. 

Brady provides a support frame comprised of a plurality of frame members 42a, 
42b hingedly coupled, which may be folded into a plurtality of concentric rings 
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(figure 16). A separate removable covering 30 is placed over the object in the 
collapsed state. 

6. Claim 27 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
